DIVERS RECOVER 
| BODIES OF TWO 


’ Tragedy Occurs About 10 
Miles From Scene of 
Similar Disaster Which 
Killed 31 in 1930. 


ALEXANDRIA BAY, N. Y., July 
19.—(#)—-Seven men were believed 
killed and niné were injured late to- 
day when a dynamite explosion on the 
drill boat America blew the boat to 
bits and shook the St. Lawrence val- 
ley for miles around. 

A ton and a half of dynamite which 
had just been packed in a drill hole 
on the rocky bottom of the St. Law- 
rence river exploded prematurely, hur!- 
ing men, machinery and splintered re- 


mains of the 150-foot drill boat high | ate to study these 


into the air. 
' When the smoke and flying wreck- | 
age cleared, the America had disap- 
peared. 
planks appeared. Upon these a hand- 
ful of survivors dragged themselves. 
Two mangled bodies were taken to- 
night from the bottom of the river 
by a diver working with powerful elec- 
tric lamps. One was identified as that 
of Ivan Rush, 32, boss driller, be- 
lieved to have been from LaSalle, Il. 
The other body was believed to be 


that of Joe Slusarick, 24, a “dyna- 
mite man,” also from LaSalle, . The 
diver went back to find five other 
bodies believed lying at the river bot- 
tom. 

Rush was in charge of drilling op- 
erations when the under-water explo- 
sion occurred, He appeared to have 
been instantly killed in the upheaval. 

Other dynamite on the America was 
believed to have exploded, adding to 
the terrific blast. 

Ploughing upstream through the 
floating debris came an oil tanker on 
its way to the Great Lakes. She threw: 
life preservers overboard, witnesses 
said, then proceeded on her way, leav- 
ing the work of. rescue to a fleet of 
motorboats which scurried out from 
among the Thousand Islands of the 
St. Lawrence. 

Sixteen men were at the scene of 
Wrilling operations in the American 
channel, about two miles from the 
American shore at Chippewa Bay, 
when the explosion occurred. Chip- 

wa Bay is about six miles from 

lexandria Bay.

Early Return of Murder 
Bills Expected in Inves- 
| tigation of “Third De-| 
: gree” Slaying. 


NEW YORK, July 19,—(#)—Mur- 
der indictments loomed as the next 
step today in the sensational investi- 
gation of Nassau county police treat- 
ment of a 30-year-old prisoner, Hy- | 
man Stark, who strangled to death 
from a broken larynx after an ordeal 
of “questioning” about an attack on 
a detective’s mother.” 

“The men who killed Stark are no 
less murderers because they are of- 
ficers,” declared District Attorney. El- 
vin H. Edwards at Mineola. 

Edwards said all is in readiness to 
eall the grand jury and ask return 
of indictments charging murder in 
the second-degree, manslaughter. and 
failure of policemen to do their duty. 

This action awaits the report at 10 
a. m. tomorrow of Justice Meier Stein- 
brink, who presided at an open John 
Doe hearing yesterday, and boldly de- 
clared the mass of ‘testimony of po- 
lice and detéctives ‘‘obviously con- 
tained perjury.” 

This was being sifted today in the 
difficult task of fixing responsibility 
for Stark's death. ‘Thirteen police- 
men, suspended from servicé, awaited 
‘the outcome of the probe. 

To Sue County. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Fannie Tropp, sis- 
ter of Stark, or Nathan Hacker, as 
he was also. known, filed in surro-/ 
gate's court here today an ‘application 
for letters of administration in her 
brother’s estate. She will sue Nassau 
county for his death, it was said. 

Mrs. Tropp is represented by Sam- 
uel Leibowitz, who is also the lawyer: 
for the three companions of Stark, 
who said they were battered by the 
police as was Stark. The lawyer said 
Mrs. Tropp will sue for $100,000 dam- 
ages, 

Stark’s three fellow prisoners, Alex- 
ander Drangel, Isse Stein, also known 
as Alexander Feldman, and Philip Ce- 
cala, yesterday singled out eight de- 
tectives and two patrolmen who beat 


them with rubber hose, a heavy ledger 
and a shoe, they said. 

Mrs. Valeria Hizenski, mother of 
Detective Joseph Hizenski, the wom- 
an who was robbed and beaten by 
four assailants in her Roslyn home, 
was able to return home today from 
the hospital. 

Hizenski, who testified in a mild. 
voice yesterday that he “poked” Stark 
twice when he was being grilled to 
obtain a confession about.the attack 
on Mrs. Hizenski, was accused of “try- 
ing to take the rap” for his fellow of- 


ficers. 
“Rocking.” 


The sensational testimony of As- 
sistant District Attorney Martin W. 
Littleton Jr. that Deputy Chief Frank 
Tappan told him of putting one foot 
on Stark’s throat and the other on 
his abdomen and “rocking back and 
forth,” led to the announcement Dr. 
Otto Schultze may be recalled to the 
stand tomorrow. 

Dr. Schultze, who pactecesd the 
autopsy, probably will be asked, Ed- 
wards said, whether Stark’s larynx 
could have been broken by a shoe, and 


also to elaborate further on. testimony 
about an indentation on one side of 
the throat, mentioned yesterday. He 
— asked if it resembled a heel- 


ark. 

Littleton did not sign a waiver of 
immunity yesterday. Edwards: ex- 
plained today he was not asked to sign 
because ‘he “had no suspicion at any 
time that Littleton knew of a beat- 
ing.” 

However, three newspapermen, who 
said they heard screams emanating 
from the building Friday afternoon, 
were told today they may be asked 
to testify about this morning. Lit- 
tleton was in his office at one end

are authorized to become members 
and non-member borrowers of home 
loan bank funds, Home owners 
coming within the limits of the act 
who are not able to obtain mortgage 
money elsewhere are authorized to re- 
ceive advances with the limitation 
that the provision shall not be effec- 
tive “when the stock of the federal 
government has been retired.” The 
minimum capital of each branch bank 
is fixed at $15,000,000. It is pro- 
vided that no mortgage will be ac- 
cepted as collateral security for a 
loan which is past due more than six 
months.

“These taxes are collected on out- 
of-date assessments and are a burden 
on the taxpayers far beyond the value 
of $5,000,000, If these taxes were 
eliminated. the value of all real estate 
thereby relieved would be greatly en- 
hanced, * A 5.000.000 relief to real 
estate would be worth many times that 
figure in the enhancement value of the 
preerty affected.

Guns, Clubs, Fists. 


MARSEILLES, Hl. July 19.—(?) 
One man was killed today. three were 
injured critically and a score of others 
bruised, beaten or slightly wounded 
as union and non-union workers 
fought with shotguns, clubs and fists 
at an Illinois waterway dam under 
construction here. ze 

Contracting company officials said 
the trouble grew out of attempts by 
union men to unionize workers al- 
ready employed on fhe “open-sho 
job. The union workers, of whom the 
man killed was one, denied the charge 
and insisted they went to the dam, 
peaceably and unarmed, to seek work. 

A company of state militia from 
Ottawa, Ill, was standing by tonight, 
special deputy sheriffs had been sworn 
in and a state highway patrolman was 
watching proceedings. Local authori- 
ties said, Smeal: the situation was 
“temporarily under control,” and no 
help was needed. 

Ketempts were started by unjon 
men yesterday, contracting company 
representatives said, to picket the job 
and halt work by unorganized labor. 
Charges also were made that a eresp 
of non-union men employed on the jo 
were manhandled as they went to 
work this morning. 


The actual battle broke out when a. 


mob of 200 or more attempted to drag 
W. H. Miller, superintendent on the 
job, from his automobile as he ap- 
proached the dam at noon. Union 
men said they wanted to confer with 
Miller and meant him no harm. 

The man killed was Steve Sutton, 
45, an unemployed union steel worker 
from Joliet. Three other union men 
were near death tonight in a hospital 
at Ottawa. They are Cecil Hopton, 
Frank Chabers and Ernest Sons, all 
of Marseilles. 
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HUNGER MARCHERS 
AT INDIANA CAPITOL 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 19.—(4)— 
A group calling themselves “hunger 
marchers” paraded around the Indi- 
ana state capitol today, bearing “a 
red flag and finally succeeded in send- 
ing a spokesman Lafore the house of 
the general assembly, which is now 
in special session. 

The main body of marchers, esti- 
mated by police to number several 
hundred, was barred from entering 
the statehouse but they assembled on 
the steps immediately below the house 
chamber and listened to an address 
by Zip Kotch, of Gary, one of their 
number.

PEIPING, July 19.—(P)—Foreign | 
militaty observers declared today that 
hostilities on a large scale may de- 
velop between the Chinese and Japa- 
nese in the province of Jehol and per- 
haps involving northern China. 

Tientsin reports today told of the 
movement of 20 trainloads of troops 
that belonged to the old Manchurian 
regime northward from their Chinese 
concentration camps toward ‘positions 
in which they might defend Jehold 
from the Japanese. 

For a month there have been re- 
ports that the state of Manchoukuo 
(now the government of Manchuria) 
‘ad decided to start a drive: against 
Marshal Chang Hsiao-liang, Chinese 
military commander, on the ground 
that so-called Chinese volunteers oper- 
ating against Manchoukuo in the 
area of Chinchow included numerous 
Chinese regulars acting under Chang's 
orders.

Boris E. Skvirsky, Here 
On Trip Through South- 
ern States, Talks of Con- 
ditions in Russia. 


Predicting industrial and economic 
progress for soviet Russia, and out- 
lining progress already made theré, 

ris E. Skvirsky, the unofficial rep-

resentative of the soviet union in the 
United States, talked of conditions in 
his native country Tuesday. He ar- 
rived in Atlanta Monday for a stay 
of one or two days, interrupting his 
travel through the -southern states, 
later to go west and to return to 
Washington through the northern sec- 
tion of the country. 

Mr. Skvirsky first arrived in the 
United States as a representative of 
the far eastern republic to the Wash- 
ington disarmament conference at the 
end of 1921. Having remained in 
Washington after the, conference, he 
represented the Moscow foreign office 
after the amalgamation of the far east- 


ern republic in 1922 with the Russian |_ 


socialistic soviet republic. 

In 1924, 1926, 1929 and 1931 he 
returned to Moscow but returned to 
Washington each time after spending 
from four to six months in the soviet 
union. Mr. Skvirsky is a “‘southerner”’ 
himself, having been born in the south 
of Russia, at Odessa, on the Black 
sea. He expressed admiration for the 
southern states of this country “in 
general and Georgia in particular be- 
cause it is remindful of southern Rus- 
sia.’ 


“Symbol of Backwardness.” 


Concerning the progress of the so- 
viet union and about American-soviet 
relationships, Mr. Skvirsky said the 
greatest thing that could have hap- 
pened to Russia itself, and to human- 
ity at large, was its disappearance 
from the world maps, “Russia being a 
symbol of backwardness, oppression 
and imperialism, 

“The revolution changed all that. 
Old Russia was replaced nearly 15 
years ago by what is known at the 
present as the Unien of Soviet So- 
cialist Republics. The birth of the | 
new republic and the first years of 
its existence was painful, 

“War, ineluding civil conflict, a 
foreign military interven- 
tion, famine, all had to be overcome. 
This was accomplished by 1922 and 
only then could the country start on 
the road of peaceful economic and cul- 
tural development.” 

Regarding the change, Mr. Skvirsky 
said that practically everything in 
1922 was in a state of entire disor- 
| ganization. 

“Industries,” he said, “were pro- 
‘ducing only about 15 per cent of pre- 
war production. By 1926, however,

“The peaceful intentions ‘of the 
soviets is well illustrated in the Far 
East, where a dangé@rous situation has 
existed for several months. America 
and the soviet union are the two 
greatest countries on the Pacifie and 
much depends upon their relationship. 

“The soviet union is already a great 
market but is potentially one of the 
greatest. Up to 1930 our trade with 
America was continually growing, un- 
til it reached $140,000,000. The aver- 
age trade for 1919-24 was. $45,000,- 
000. In 1931 as a result of continuous 
attacks against everything connected | 
with the soviet union, especially soviet 
imports, and as a result of difficult 
credit conditions, the trade fell to 
$117,000,000. In the first six. months 
of 1932 trade had dwindled to $5,500,- 
000, as against $40,500,000 for the 
first six months of 1931, or a decrease 
of 86 per cent. 


Trade on Increase. 


“It is to be noted that at the 
same time Russian trade with Ger- 
many and England shows a:large in- 
crease, largely on account of stable 
political and trade relationships and 
suitable credit conditions. Trade with 
America has no solid juridical basis— 
the rights and duties of both countries 
were not defined in a treaty as is the 
case among other nations. No country 
can take chances and be exposed to 
continuous atiacks. It is especially so 
with the soviet union which has to 
plan its economy in advance. 


“The future must provide for nor- 
mal relations if soviet trade is to be 
revived and developed. It is worth 
noting that out of $731,000,000 in 
soviet-American trade from 1923 to 
1931, the balance was $484,000,000 in 
favor of the United States. 

“Let us hope that the future will 
see better relations created for the 
development of trade and friendship 
between the two great countries. If 
such is done, the interest of world 
peace will be greatly strengthened.”
